La Follette in Speech Says! | 
Court Needs 


Supreme 
Amending — 16 Farm 
Leaders Back Scheme.

WASHINGTON, March 8 — A 


committee speaking for the conven- 
tion of Labor's Non-Partisan 
League iold President Roosevelt 
today the working people ‘were 
“with him to a man” in his fight 
to extend the Supreme Court. 

Going to the White House after 
a meeting at which criticisms of 
the Supreme Court were cheered 
uproariously, P-esident George L. 
Berry, John L. Lewis and other 
League leaders took with them a 
resolution unanimously demanding 
the court legislation to fulfill “the 
will and needs of the people.” 

“Our delegates will go back into 
every Congressional District,” they 
said on leaving Roosevelt, “to see 
to it that members of Congress are 
told what the great masses of the 
people want.” 

Pledge From Farm Leaders. 

Sixteen national and state farm 
organization leaders aiso pledged 
their support to the President dur- 
ing the day. 

After a call at the executive man- 
sion, the group issued a statement 
saying progress of the farmer had 
been “thwarted by the Supreme 
Court” and no effective substitute 
had been found for the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act invalidated by that 
tribunal 

N. W. Thatcher, spokesman for 
the farm representatives, handed 
the statement to reporters. It said: 

“Farmers, as well as all other 
citizens, should properly assume 
that President Roosevelt—re-elected 
by the greatest majority in history 
—is generally better informed rela- 
tive to the affairs and needs of this 
nation than any other person. 

“Faith in Leadership.” 

“President Roosevelt has 
staunch!y supported and advocated 
all farm legislation upon which 
agriculture could come in common 
agreement. Agriculture's greatest 
progress has been thwarted by the 
Supreme Court and we have found 
no effective substitute: for that lost 
legislation. 3 

“We believe in the Presidents 
ability and determination to pre- 
serve our democracy, and, at the 
same time, improve the welfare of 
the masses. We reaffirm our faith 
in his leadership and will give him 
our full support.” 

In a belligerent tone, Senator La 
Follette (Prog), Wisconsin, had 
told the convention the Supreme 
Court needed amendment, not the 
Constitution. 

“In this coming legislative strug- 
gle,” LaFollette told cheering dele- 
gates to the league’s convention, 
“the strength of popular democratic 
govermament in America will once 
more be pitted against the organ- 
ized force of reaction.” 

LaFollette spoke after George L. 
Berry, league president, had told 
the. delegates that the President’s 
proposal must be enacted by Con- 
gress to “save America.” 

About 600 labor leaders assem- 
bled for the convention from every 
state except Arkansas and Arizona. 
The league was formed last year to 
campaign for the President’s re- 
election. 

Another speaker at the league’s 
convention—Assistant Secretary of 
Labor Edward F. McGrady—assert- 
ed that the Supreme Court had 
“nullified the will of the people.” 

To Write “Yes” or “No.” 

If the country is to advance, he 
said, “something must be done 
about this small group of men on 
the court who seized greater power 
than the President and Congress.”

speed back to my house. The car 
moved alongside mine—the running 
boards almost touching.

There was 
a spurt of fire. My windshield was 
shattered and my left arm dropped 
helpless from the steering wheel. 

“As the black sedan roared down 
the boulevard, I got my car in gear 
and drove to the home of my par- 
ents.” 

Dr. Benjamin Blank, chief county 
jail physician, said the attorney’s 
life was saved through the fact 
that the bullet struck his elbow, 
deflecting its course from his heart. 
The .38 caliber bullet caromed 
off the elbow and tore through the 
forearm muscles. Dr. Ellis Jones, 
who performed the operation, said 
he hoped the injury would leave no 
permanent impairment. 

“It ig unquestionably the work of 
amateurs,” said Sheriff Eugene 
Biscailuz. 

Associates of the District At- 
torney said he had been the re- 
cipient of numerous threat letters 
during the last week for his 
handling of the Douglas Aircraft 
sit-down strike here recently.

Chief Dice expressed be- 
lief, that union members had 
nothing to do with these asserted 
attacks, however, and he ascribed 
then to “chiselers.” —

Americans would be well advised to receive the 
measure with hopefulness mixed with healthy skep- 
ticism. Passage of the bill will not mean that watch- 
fulness may be relaxed. It will mean that every step 
of this country’s course, if war breaks out abroad, 
must still be carefully studied. But better than a law 
that attempts to keep America out of war would be 
international action to keep war out of the world. 
This country should hold itself ready to co-operate 
whenever a promise of mutual peace insurance ar- 
rives on the scene,

A CHANCE TO SERVE MISSOURI. 
One of the most meritorious measures introduced 
in the current session of the Missouri Legislature is 


the bill of Senator McReynolds of Carthage, which |. 


calls for a comprehensive study of State government 
in Missouri, with a view to eliminating duplicated 
services and making administration more efficient 
generally. 

The bill would set up a commission of seven mem- 
bers, including two members of the Legislature, who 
would hold hearings, take the testimony of elected 
and appointed officials and formulate a thorough- 
going program of scientific reorganization. This report 
would be presented to the Governor and the next ses- 


sion of the Legislature for their consideration and 


action. The appropriation which the bill carries

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Progress in China 


Visitor finds great material growth and also change in spirit of people, on revisiting 
China after seven years; sees closer bond between city and rural areas, new state- 
consciousness and period of calm after prolonged strife; thinks nation is building 
durable foundation for bright future, particularly in educating rising generation.

EFLECTING upon the meaning of the 

great changes which I have seen in 

China, my first conclusion is that the 
barriers which since time immemorial haye 
divided the people of the cities from those 
in the open country are rapidly breaking 
down, and that a period of closer intimacy 
between city and country has begun. 

The new nationalism depends for its very 
existence upon the destruction of the old 
prejudices, which stand in the way of bet- 
ter understanding between city dwellers and 
their fellow countrymen outside the cities, 
and upon the development of a proper ap- 


_preciation of their common interests. 


In 1928, while in China, I traveled over 13 
different provinces and visited the capitals 
of 10 of them. At that time, the gulf be- 
tween city and country yawned widely, and 
hardly anywhere was I able to investigate 
closely the conditions in the villages and 
through the countryside. 

Revisiting China after seven years, I find 
myself able to penetrate the open country 
on every side. Improved roads extend. far 
into the rural districts, the public buildings 
otcupied by the district magistrates begin 
to reflect the designs of modern architects, 
like those in the provincial capitale, and the 
renovation of village temples affords com- 
modious quarters for services to the people 
in the country undreamed of at the time of 
my former visit. 


* 0 s 


Noteworthy among these new activities are 


those fostered by the rural welfare centers, 


eatablished under the auspices of the Nation- 
al Economic Council. The inauguration of 
rural public health services, introduction of 
more secientific agricultural methods and 
more efficient machinery for employment in 
the household arts, and provision of better 
educational opportunities for children and 
adults alike, all tend to make the county 
a happier place in which to live, and to di- 
minish the foree of the digtinctions de- 
tween rustic and urban. 

The demolition of city wallg, where that 
has taken place, offers the most convincing 
evidence of the leveling of the age-old bar- 
riers between urbanity and rusticity. 

A second conclusion which ig forced upon 
me is that people everywhere have become 
more public-spirited than a few years ago. 
Even the transient visitor can perceive, not 
only the improvement of the roads in many 
localities, but also less tangible changes, such 
as the greater efficiency of the district po- 
lice forces, the more economical and effi- 
cient methods of land-tax assessment and 
collection, the progress of popular education 


and the strengthening of local government 


in the villages. 


This movement is not only an effort to im- 
prove the personal habits and public be- 
haviour of people in order that they may 
enjoy better health and live in greater com- 
fort than before. It is even more an effort 
to. promote more harmonious relations 
among the members of the public by remov- 
ing some of the more common causes of fric- 
tion between them. 
The disagreeable habits which 
the New Life Movement aims to correct may 
seem petty in a particular ease. But in the 
mass, they produce qa formidable amount of 
social friction, and their removal would be a 
solid contribution to the peace and good or- 
der of community life. The striking fact 
about the movement is its comprehensive 
and systematic organization and the extraor- 
dinary energy and zeal which have been put 
into it. The public response to the move- 
ment attests the growth of an amount of 
enuine public spirit which few visitors to 
¢ several years ago would have antici- 
pated in so short a time.

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NOT IN SCHOOL BOARD RACE. 


Artist Addresses ‘Junior 
Leaguers— Answers Critics 
of Capitol Murals. 


Just why Thomas Hart Benton 
considered the episode of Frankie 
shooting Johnnie, because “he done 
her wrong,” as more significant in 
Missouri's social history than the 
part played by many famous Mis- 
pourians. was explained by the 
painter this morning in a lecture 
before the Junior League in its 
clubrooma at 4933 Maryland avenue, 
in which he answered criticisms of 
his murals in the State Capitol at 
Jefferson City. 


The questions asked by the audi- 

ence after Benton finished his talk 
were typical of those propounded 
by people who are puzzled or pro- 
fess to be shocked by the murals. 
Why show so much of the sordid 
side of life in Missouri? Why not 
something nobler, more inspiring, 
more pleasing to the eye, something 
showing out finer citizens and our 
highest culture? Wouldn’t future 
generations look at those paintings 
and think us an uncouth and ignor- 
ant lot? And who, one woman 
wanted to know, were Frankie and 
Johnnie? 
The swart little painter’s dark 
eyes twinkled as he answered the 
familiar questions. The Frankie 
and Johnnie of the ballad “are St. 
Louis’ most famous characters,” he 
said. With the stories of Huck 
Finn and the James boys, they con- 
stitute the most famous legends of 
the State. The space could have 
been filled with portraits of Gover- 
nors; but more people throughout 
the nation have heard of Frankie 
and Johnnie than of any of Mis- 
souri’s Governors, he said. Frankie 
and Johnnie are a rough symbol, 
but a good one, of what is happen- 
ing all the time in a certain stratum 
of society, the painter asserted. 


He had to try to picture the whole 
of Missouri's background in a Um- 
ited space, he explained. All kinds 
of people had to be shown, and none 
of them seemed sordid to him, or 
to themselves. Through history 
artists have had to combat efforts 
to force them to pretty up their 
work to conform to an ideal rather 
than a reality, or simplicity, Benton 
said. Michelangelo was told by the 
‘Pope that his figures in the Sistine 
Chapel hadn’t enough gold on them, 
Benton pointed out. 

Many of the moral objections to 
the murals, which were painted un- 
der a Democratic administration, 
came from Republican neighbor- 
hoods, he said slyly. The only pro- 
test to him about the scene show- 
ing a slave auction came from a 
Negro politician, but, he related, 
he mollified the politician by put- 
ting bim in the mural! 

The chief objections to the mu- 
rals, he said, were that they break 
with convention by depicting ob- 
jects in high relief instead of on a 
plane and by presenting a realistic 
view of Missouri. society, contrary 
to the established view, held both 
by conservatives and radicals in 
art, that mural paintings is an art 
of idealization rather than realism.

NEED BASIC ITEMS 


Reich’s Absence Thought to 
Be Due to Fear of Ad- 
verse Finding on Return 
of Colonies.

GENEVA, March &—The Inter- 
national Committee on Raw Materi- 
als, sponsored by the League of Na- 
tions, gathered in Geneva today to 
discuss world supplies of the basic 
commodities that keep the wheels 


of industry turning, 

The problem of unequal distri- 
bution was the principal issue fac- 
ing the delegates of 15 nations, in- 
eluding the United States, Japan 
and Brazil, non-members of the 


league. 
Germany, by its own protesta- 


tions considered the power most in- 
terested in acquiring new supply 
sources, did not appear at the coun- 
cil table nor was there a represent- 
ative from Italy, another seeker 
of more raw materials. 

Germany's absence was thought 
to be caused by Fuehrer Adolf Hit- 
ler's fear the committee might de- 
clare unnecessary his demands for 


the return of pre-war German col- 
onies to provide sources of raw ma- 
terials for the Reich. 

Japan's Need for Trade. 

The committee, appointed to con- 
sider the raw materials problem 
after the Italian-Ethiopian conflict, 
will seek some way to avoid inter- 
national clashes over possession of 
the basic commodities. 

The Japanese Government has 
been urging vigorously some 
method of opening to it sources of 
indispensable commodities and 
opening the doors of other nations’ 
colonies to its trade. 

Sir Frederick Leith-Ross, econom- 
fe adviser to the British Govern- 
ment and an authority on world 
trade problems, is prominently men-
